• (U) The Consul General in Nairobi reported that the 

Embassy is expecting the arrival tonight of the 
journalists who were evacuated from their Kigali hotel 
earlier today by UNAMIR. The MILATT is standing by at 
the Nairobi airport. The Task Force is attempting to 
determine the names of the journalists who are to be 
flown out of Kigali in order to notify their respective 
organizations.
